WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 1 WP), 
—Murder hos passed accidents 
and any single disease ag the 
leading cause of death among 
young nonwhite men in the 
nation's metropolitan areas, ac~ 
cording to 4 report published 
this week in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

“The national increase [between 
1960-19701 in homicide mortality 
in this population group wes 80 
per cent," said the report. ; 

Tt added: “Nationally... fhom~ 
cide] rates have increased dra- 
matically for both sexes and 
among whites and nonwhites, 
with the greatest absolute in- 
crease occurring in nonwhite 
men.” 

The report was based or a 
study of homicide in Clevelard 
and 56 of its suburban commu- 
nities from 1958 to 1974. But the 
researchers, most of them doctcrs 
at Case Western Reserve Univer: 
sity, said the Cleveland figures 
reflect national trends. 

Reflects National Trends 

“The homicide trends reported 
in this study shock us,” the 
researchers said. “What has hap. 
pened in Cleveland reflects, in a 
magnified way, national trends 
during the same period.” 

In Cleveland about 98 per cent 
of nonwhites are black 

Between 1958 and 1962, 82 of 
every 10,000 black Cleveland men 
between the ages of 25 and 34 
died as the result of “inten- 
tional violence,” the report said. 
That figure rose to 344 of every 
10,000 between 1969 and 1974, ac 
cording to the report. 

An estimated 13 per cent of all 
bemicides in Cleveland betwean 
1969 and 1974 could be called 
Jegally justified, according to the 


. Teport.. Most of the justifiable 


homicides were by police an- 
most of the persons Killed wer 
blacks, the report said. 

White Murders Up 

However, the report Doted that 
white Cleveland men have also 
begun to get killed with increased 
regularity. "The greatest relative 
increase [in Cleveland homicides 
during the complete study period} 
occurred in white city men—t55 
per cent, Their rate nov surpasses 
that of nonwhite women, altering 
the traditional ranking of race- 
sex homicide mortality found in 
Cleveland and other urban com- 
Munities,” the report said,

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An Argument for U.S. ‘Quotas’ 


The Justice Department has now struggled 
through the complexities of the Allan Bakke 
‘suit for admission to medical school and, like 


80 Many thoughtfol Americans, it finally - 


choked on the idea of a “quota” for blacks 
and other disadvantaged minorities. It 
wants President Carter to endorse a govern- 
ment argument to the Supreme Court that 
race or ethnicity can be taken into account in 
assessing applicants, but that a quota re- 
serving a fixed number of piaces for minor- 
ity students is unconstitutional. 

We understand the horror of quotas, which 
in other times were used to discrimmate In 
malign ways. But the department’s attempt 
at clever compromise evades the central legal 
question in the Bakke case, The Constitu- 
tion can be read tc mean that public institu- 
tions must be wholly color~blind, or it can 
be read to mean that past discrimination 
requires compensatory consideration of color 
or ethnicity. Once jt is decided that race or 
other factors can be taken into :.ccount to 
some degree and in some situations, elimin- 
ating any discussion of numbers becomes 
merely an invitation to hypocrisy or subter- 
fuge. In large institutions. there is no way 
to advance toward an objective without 
dealing in numbers. 

xe 

We have argued vigorously in recent 
months not for 2 fixed or mindless or auto- 
matically determined “quota” for blacks or 
browns or whites in education. and certainly 
not for government decrees that reduce to 
‘numerical formulas society's broad effort to 
undo discrimination formerly sanctioned by 
law. What we do urge, and what President 
Carter and his Justice Department should be 
urging upon the Supreme Court, is the right 
of the University of California's Medical 
Schoolsat Davis, and of public and private 
faculties throughout the country, to devise 
and conduct a multitude of programs by 
which they can responsibly promote this 
essential social objective. 

Allan Bakke is suing because the Davis 
Medicel School rejected him—as did a dozen 
other medical schools—while admitting 15 or 
16 minority applicants through a special 
admission routine closed to whites. The 
minority entrants had lower grades than he. 


But in the unchallenged judgment of the 
school's faculty, all the minority students 
admitted through the special program were 
well qualified. 

If we understand the Justice Department’s 
conclusion, it 15 that the reservation of 15 or 
16 places each year for qualified minority 
applicants represents a “quota” that is rn- 
constitutional The department would let 
the school give special weight to race or 
ethnic background—as it does to personality, 
ambition and professional objective. If this 
process magically resulted in the admission 
of 15 or 16 or 14 minority applicants each 
year it would be legal, says the Justice De- 
partment. But if the admissions officers 
acknowledged an intention to admit 15 or 16, 
it would be an unconstitutional quota. The 
resulting subterfuge would only put the 
process beyond judgment and debate and 
invite greater injustice. 

Once you grant college admissions officers 
the right to recruit athletes among other- 
wise qualified students, there is no sense in 
denying them the right to consider the num- 
ber of quarterbacks or pitchers in the desired 
mix. Once you grant 8. law school's right to 
advance women in the profession, there is 
no sense in forbidding it to assess how many 
to choose. Once you grant Davis's judgment 
that the medical profession needs more 
blacks and that qualified applicants are 
avatlable, it makes no sense to deny it the 
right to assess the extent to which it wishes 
to take race into account.- : 

If the Supreme Court, too, chokes on the 
word “quota” it will throw the nation’s vast 
effort at “affirmative action” into confusion 
and retreat. If the law can be read to sup- 
port the University of California, and- we 
think it can, then social and political con- 
siderations clearly argue for procedures that 
are both free and open. Let faculties re- 
veal their intentions, practices—and numer- 
ical goals—and let the professions and the 
community debate and alter them as they 
deem advisable. And let the President re- 
ject the Justice Department's seductive but 
unworthy compromise over equal opportuni- 
ity. It would be shabby politics indeed to 
endorse the end but forbid the means.

End U.S. Corporate Income Tax 


Nothing infuriates taxpayers more than 
watching business executives live well at 
public expense. Abuse of corporate expense 
account deductions—conferences at plush 
resorts, golf club dues. three-martini lunches 
—is thus, justifiably, a prime target for tax 
reformers, especially as the administration 
now readies its tax reform program. In 
economis terms, though, a far more impor- 
tant issue in business tax reform is whether 
we ought to tax corporations in the first 
place. 

* * * 

Taxing corporate income is a convenient 
and popular means of collecting revenue. 
The unfortunate side effects of the tax, 
however, have led economists to question its 
yalue. By lowering the net return on in- 
vestment, the tax may reduce expenditures 
for plant and equipment, and thereby slow 
economic growth The corporate income 
tax, moreover, gives businesses a powerful 
incentive to raise their capital by borrowing, 
rather than by selling new stock. Interest 
payments on bonds are counted as a business 
expense, and iaxed only as personal income 
for the recipient. By contrast, regular cor- 
porate income is taxed twice—once. when 
the money is earned by the corporation, then 
again as personal income, when it is paid out 
as dividends. Such arbitrary advantage 
favors one class of investors (bondholders) 
over another (stockholders). and one kind 
of enterprise (unincorporated partnerships) 
over another (corporations). More impor- 
tant. the incentive tempts corporations to 


go deeply into debt to reduce tax Nability,~ 


thus increasing their financial vulnerability 
in lean times, 
Numerous schemes for righting the bal- 
ance heve been proposed—Brookings econ- 
᾿ omist Joseph.Pechman catalogues six major 
alternatives. Everyone would like to elimin- 
ate the bias in favor of debt capital and in- 
crease investment without sacrificing gov- 
ernment revenue. We favor the most 
straightforward way: outright abolition of 


the corporate income tax—what is known in 
tax jargon as “full integration.” After abo- 
Ution, corporations would continue to trans- 
mit funds to the Treasury. But these pay- 
ments would serve as withholding against 
the personal income tax Hability of individ- 
ual stockholders. 

The big’ virtue of full integration 1s that 
τ would end government influence over the 
way business is financed. Stock and bond 
income would be treated equally. And he- 
cause corporate profits would be subject to 
personal income tax when they were earned, 
rather than when they were paid as diyi- 
dends. the revenue loss to the Treasury 
would be modest. In addition, the tax cut 
would be distributed progressively; stock- 
holders in low personal income tax brackets 
would get proportionately more, those in 
high brackets proportionately less. 

What full integration might not do very 


well is to encourage investment. At present - 


the tax laws “punish’ corporations by taxing 
away a good portion of their earnings. Those 
same laws. however, give corporations a rea- 
son to retain and reinvest what they have 
left. Profits pald out as dividends are im- 
mediately taxed again as personal income, 
while retained profits escape this second bite 
indefinitely. Once the corporation tax was 
abolished, firms would earn more after taxes, 
but .have no special tax incentive to plow 
those earnings back into the business. Stock~ 
holders might or might not choose to do for 
themselves what corporations do for them 
now. - i 
* * * 

The effect of abolishing .the corporation 
tax on investment is in any event of second- 
ary importance. If investment needs to be 
spurred—as it very well might—other in- 
centives, not linked to the tax system, are 
available. A good tax system raises revenue 
with minimal impact on the behavior of in- 
dividuals or businesses. The corporate in- 
come tax has no place in such a system.

U.S. Budget—an Enduring Mystery 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP-DJ1—One ct 
the mare enduring dramas on the Washington 
pelitical stage is a mystery dubbed by this cap- 
ital's cognescenti ~The Great Spending Short- 
fall.” The show has been going strong for-some 
two years and displays no signs of nearing. the 
end of its run. It 18 stall intriguing—and worry- 

. ing—influential audiences of economists and poll- 
ticians, including President Carter. 

Stripped of the esoterica surrounding economuc 
subjects. “The Great Spending Shortfall” deals 
with a seemingly simple theme: The puziling 


inability of the government, the flashiest spender 
τὼ recorded history, to lay out anywhere as much 
money #8 it plans each year. 

In the 15 months through Jast September, gov- 
ermmment expenditures ran $11.1 billion under 
budget projections. And in fiscal 1977. which 


ends Sept, 30, spending is likely to be $11 billion 
to 813 billion less than estimated in February. 
Furthermore, administration officials anticipate 
that the spending lag is likely to continue well 
into the new fiscal year. 

All this is terribly embwrassing for budget ct- 
ficials responsible for making government-witie 
Outlay estimates and frustrating for policymark- 
ers intent on stimulating the economy through 
federal spending. It is also nerve-wracking for 
‘Treasury officials in charge of arranging gov- 
ernment borrowings and vaguely comforting to 
fiscal conservatives in and out of government 
who loathe big federal deficits. 
+, At the White House, ἃ budget cifice man says, 
“The spending shortfall is a matter of constant 
concern. The President, himself will bring it up. 
‘He has !t in the back of his mind that our num- 
bers are suspect.” And with the economy slowing 
perceptibly, chairman Charles Schultze, of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, worrles about the 
Joss of stimulus resulting from the spending 
slowdown. 

The concern is understandable, for some an- 
alysts ‘believe that the mnsettling economic 
“pause” that occurred in the second half of fast 
year was at least partly the result of the lag in 
federal spending. 


Fluctuating deficit estimates have also had an 
unsettling effect on Treasury officials responsible 
for marketing the bills, bonds and notes that 
enabie the government to meet its obligations. 
The large official deficit projections “make you 
worry like hell before you do α fmancing,” says 
Edward Snyder, the Treasury's senior adviser for 
debt research. “Then the financing turns out 
to be a very easy kind of business” because the 
amount to be borrowed is significantly less than 
originally anticipated. 

Yet “there's a little undercurrent of terror in- 
volved” in the spending lag, Mr. Snyder adds. 
“Everyone in the Treasury's financing group 
walks ground with fingers and toes crossed” hop- 
ing that the government does not suddenly start - 
Spending huge amount; of money, forcing the 
‘Treasury to raise ‘more than planned. 

In the view of many experts, perhaps the ma- 
jor cause of below-target spending is the natural 
enthusiasm and caution of many government 
bureaucrats. “Every program manager tends to 
ke an enthusiast about his program and to see it 
as bigger than it really is." says a Treasury 
man, 

‘Robert Hartman, a senior fellaw at the Brook- 
imgs Institution who specializes in the federal 
budget, notes that “no government official ever 
gets Into trouble if he everestimates outlays and 
he’s a hero if he comes in below (budget).” 


Even if these attitudes explain much of the [ 


spending lag. however, a satisfactory ending to 
this Washington mystery still seems to elude 
budget office experts “We've spent a good deal 
ef time arguing with agencies that their spend- 
ing estimates should be lower,” says Dale 
Meomber, assistant director of the Office of 
Management ard Budget for budget review.
